Russia has been averted and the set­ 
tlement of the many points in dispute 
regarding the attack by the Russian 
Second Pacific squadron on the Brit- 
itiii tiuwieis in the North sea, uct. 21, 
has been referred to arbitration of an 
inteina .oiiui commission, ali\ rumour 
spotve i iiuay night at a joint meeting 
oi ( oiiseivutive tiuus at ¡Southampton, 
wheie he broke the silence that had 
long pervaaed and had brougut tue 
peopie oí ihe United Kingdom to a 
pati h of desperation, and gate rise to 
misconceptions, which Air. í^aiiour ex­ 
pía died. 
" i ne Russian ambassador,” said Mr. 
Baifour, "has authorized a statement 
to the following effect:” 
The Russian government, on learn­ 
ing of the North sea incident, at once 
expressed its profound regret and also 
promised most liberal compensation. 
The government has ordered the de­ 
tention at Vigo of that part of the 
fleet which was concerned in the inci­ 
dent, in order that the naval authori­ 
ties might ascertain what officers were 
responsible for it; that those officers 
and any material witnesses would not 
proceed on the voyage to the far East; 
that inquiry would be instituted into 
the fa'ts by an international commis­ 
sion, as provided by The Hague con- 
vc ntion. 
That, Mr. Balfour interpolated, bad 
nothing to do with arbitration; it was 
the constitution 
of an international 
commission in order to find out the 
facts and any person found guilty 
would be tried and punished adequate­ 
ly. The- Russian government under­ 
took that precaution would be taken 
to guard against recurrence of such 
incidents. Special instructions on this 
subject would be issued. 
Two Distinct Inquiries. 
Preliminary to this court, said Mr. 
Balfour, there would be the coroner’s 
jnquest at Hull over the dead fisher­ 
men, a board of trade inquiry and an 
inquiry by Russian officials, at Vigo. 
The board of trade inquiry would be 
specially constituted 
by tin1 British 
government to include representative 
men. Thy Russian embassy has been 
asked to send a representative and 
give assistance. 
Apology and compensation having 
already been offered, nothing remains 
but t*> determine which account is 
correct, Rojestvensky’s or the traw lers. 
Mr. Balfour plainly said that Thurs­ 
day evening Russia and Great Britain 
seemed to be on the brink of war, and 
yet gave the frankest praise to the at­ 
titude preserved throughout by the 
emperor and 
Russian government. 
W hPe the premier was unable to 
praise the pacific attitude of the gov­ 
ernment too highly, he bitterly as­ 
sailed Rojestvensky’s report, declar­ 
ing that it was an insult to Great 
Britain as a neutral nation, and ridi­ 
culed its probability. 
The immense audience received Mr. 
Balfour’s announcement of the settle­ 
ment of the affair with unbounded en­ 
thusiasm, which was echoed through­ 
out the kingdom when the evening ex­ 
tras appeared and set suspense at rest. 
The day was an eventful one in ihe

meeting, which was held at noon, 
served to increase rather than allay 
anxiety. Throughout the country there 
had spread a deep rooted, though per­ 
fectly erroneous idea that Great Bri­ 
tain had given Russia a time limit in 
which fo reply and “Charley" Reres* 
ford, England's naval idol, was on the 
spot. Many, indeed, thought it was 
only u question of hours when he 
would be demolishing Russian ships. 
Without the least national desire for 
war, a great naval excitement had 
been worked up. In the streets last 
night m any expressions of disappoint­ 
ment might be heard because the crisis 
had not developed into hostilities. This 
merely voiced tlie opinion of the 
thoughtless, which comprised a con­ 
siderable section of the public. No 
further difficulties are expected. 
Foreign Minister Lansdowne and 
Ambassador Benkendorff probably will 
be able to decide the constitution of 
the international commission and its 
date of sitting. In view of the cir­ 
cumstances, neither Japan nor Spain 
Is likely to object to the temporary 
prolongation of the stay of the section 
of the Second Pacific squadron at 
Vigo, and the inquiry will be expedited 
os natch as possible. 
Ambassador Benkendorff, who had 
been working day and night, expressed 
the greatest pleasure over the result, 
which lie considered honorable to both 
nations. Until Premier Balfour spoke, 
the ambassador said, he was bound to 
silence, and hence much misinforma­ 
tion had pervaded the British press, 
which had reiterated the statement 
that Russia had given no reply to the 
British note. While 
all this furore 
was going on, chiefly owing to the pub­ 
lic belief that Russia had refused to 
apologize, diplomatic negotiations had 
been proceeding smoothly. 
Made No Veiled Threats. 
On the authority of Count Benken­ 
dorff it can be stated that never at any 
time did Foreign Minister Lansdowne 
express the belief that a pacific settle- 
ment was not attainable or endeavor 
to secure a settlement by veiled men­ 
aces. 
"I know, however,— I could not help 
knowing—"said the ambassador, “that 
there was a British fleet at Gibraltar. 
If our fleet had left Vigo it would prob­ 
ably have been war; but now all there 
is well. There was only one danger, 
namely, the excitement of public 
opinion. To be precise, during the ne­ 
gotiations there were never demands 
on either side but might have been 
given to the public earlier; but it was 
thought better to leave everything to 
Mr. Balfour tonight.” 
In view of Mr. Balfour’s scathing 
denunciation of Admiral Rojestvensky, 
it is interesting to note that in ihe 
Russian view he could be in no way 
held responsible, though he had gen­ 
erously assumed the responsibility. 
The British public throughout 
the 
week had been crying for Rojestvens­ 
ky’s head; but Russia has firmly 
pointed out, and Lord Lansdowne has 
acquiesced, that he is not one of those 
individuals who could be described as 
directly concerned in the firing on the 
trawlers, being out of signal distance. 
There never was any question of 
apology and compensation. The only 
approach to a hitch occurred in con­ 
nection with the question of guaran­ 
tee of punishment. When those dif­ 
ferences appeared acute the whole sit­ 
uation was changed 
by the appear­ 
ance of Rojestvensky’s report, which 
furnished Russia the material for her 
request that the whole affair bo sub­ 
mitted to an international 
commis­ 
sion.The greatst relief was exhibited in 
all diplomatic circles when news of 
the settlement arrived..

Eight Men Injured. 
Harrisburg, III., Oct. 29. Fight men 
were injured by the explosion of gas 
in Egyptian mine No. 2 here late last 
evening. Walter Pan key and Castle 
Cummins will die. The accident was 
caused by one of the miners stepping 
into a room 
marked 
“dangerous,” 
ivhh h had been abandoned for the time 
being. 


Trinidad, Colo., Oct. 29.— A terrific 
explosion occurred at Mine No. 3 of 
the Rocky Mountain Fuel and Iron 
company at Teroio, forty miles due 
west of Trinidad, at 1:30 Friday after­ 
noon and the number of died is va­ 
riously 
placed between 
thirty and 
sixty men. 
The number reported as having gone 
into the mine Friday morning 
was 
seventeen miners and four company 
men. In the afternoon many more 
miners are known to have gone into 
the mine and the exact number of dead 
may never he known, as the mine is 
burning and in all likelihood the bodies 
will be cremated. 
A large number of mine officials loft 
for the scene as soon as word of the 
accident was received. Company doc­ 
tors were picked up all along the line, 
as well as all other available physi­ 
cians. 
United States Government Stock In­ 
spector E. J. Wevman was at Teroio 
when the explosion occurred. lie re­ 
turned here at night and gives the fol­ 
lowing account of the affair: 
“1 was standing not more than 300 
yards from the mouth of the tunnel 
when the explosion occurred. The ex­ 
plosion was preceded by a low rumb­ 
ling sound resembling an earthquake, 
which made the earth tremble and 
startled the whole camp. 
Rained Rocks and Timbers. 
“I looked toward the mine and out 
of the mouth of the tunnel two minutes 
after came a great volume of smoke 
and dust, which continued for nearly 
a minute. Out of the two air shafts, 
eacli of which were seven feet in di­ 
ameter, timbers which were from two 
to three feet in diameter were shot into 
the air and broken into splinters. 
Rocks were thrown over the camp for 
a distance of a quarter of a mile. In 
fact, it rained rocks, broken timbers 
and all kinds of debris for fully a min­ 
uto. and may people were injured by 
being struck with these missiles. 
'Immediately after 
the explosion, 
which was for all the world like a vol­ 
canic eruption, could he noted 
the 
wildest confusion. Men, women and 
children lushed to the mouth of the 
tunnel and women 
whose husbands 
were in the mine had to be brought 
away by miners to keep them from be- 
iug killed 
l>v deadly fu m es com ing 
from the mouth of the tunnel.” 
The mine in which the accident oc­ 
curred works eighty men and it is be­ 
lieved that at least sixty men were in 
the mine at the time. News of the ex­ 
plosion brought assistance from the 
adjacent camps and hundreds of men 
are trying to get into the mine. Dead­ 
ly fumes overcome the rescuers fre­ 
quently, but their places 
are imme­ 
diately taken by others willing to risk 
their live . It is not thought possible 
that any one in the mine can escape 
death if they are not all dead already. 
It will be impossible to secure names 
of the dead and injured for some time. 
Nearly all the miners employ» d are 
Slavs. The m ine was opened only a 
year ago and extended 2,000 feet into 
the hill. The explosion is supposed 
to have been caused by dust. But one 
body has been 
recovered, that of T. 
Duran, a driver, who was just enter­ 
ing the tunnel when the explosion oc­ 
curred. He was torn and burned al­ 
most beyond recognition.
